The Central Committee meet- 
ing of the party accepted Mao's 
decision “after full and = ail- 
round consideration,” Peiping 
said, and the suggestion itself 
had been put forward by the 
65-vear-old Mao himself. 

The communique announce- 
ment said: 

“After full and all-round con- 
sideration, the 6th plenary ses- 
sion of the eighth Central Com- 
mittee decided to approve the 
Suggestion put forward by Com- 
rade Mao Tse-tung that he will 
not stand as candidate for 
Chairman of the Chinese Peo 
ple’s Republic for the next term 
of office.”

GENEVA (AP)—Western dele- 
gates said Wednesday the term 
nation conference on prevern- 
tion on surprise attack will be 
indefinitely adjourned after 
Thursday's meeting. 

The conference is regarded as 
a compiete failure. It opened 
Nov. 10 and was intended to 
discuss on a purely technical 
and nonpolitical basis how an 
international warning system 
against surprise attack could be 
organized. 

The Soviet bloc delegations 
tried to turn the talks into a 
political discussion of disarma- 
ment $ measures, neutralized 
zones and “the causes of the 
World's fear of surprise attack.” 


As a result, the conference 
soon became totally deadlocked, 
with the two sides never even 
reaching an understanding on 
what to discuss. 

At Wednesdav’s meeting. 
former Italian Defense Minister 
Laolo Emilio Taviani submitted 
a theoretical Western plan for 
an international surprise attack 
alert system, Western scurces 
said the plan was put in mere- 
ly for the record. 


Meanwhile, a Soviet spokes- 
man said the Russians would 
submit a new proposal Thurs- 
day which would compel the 
West to agree to a definite date 
for reconyening to the confer- 
ence after the holidays. 


A Western spokesman said the 
West would not agree to setting 
a resumption date at this time. 


Calm as Rountree 
Slips Out of Iraq 


BAGHDAD  (AP)—Assistant 
U.S. Secretary of State William 
Rountree left Iraq quietly by 
piane for Athens Wednesday, 


The envoy’s departure was in 
marked contrast with the boist- 
erous, tumultuous, hostile de- 
monstrations which marked his 
arrival Monday. There were no 
crowds on the streets nor at 
the airport. 


This was not surprising since 
the exact time of departure had 
been kept a closely guarded 
secret by the U.S. Embassy and 
the Government, This also was 
in contrast with his widely ad- 
vertised arrival. 


The Iraqi Government 
nonetheless took no chances. A 
soldier—trying to appear as un- 
obstrusive as possible—stood 
every 30 or 50 yards along his 
route from the embassy to the 
airfield.

“I assure you,” McElroy said, 
“in the most solemn terms that 
the United States would come 
at once and with all appro 
priate force to the assistance of 
any NATO nation subjected to 
armed attack. This is the re- 
solve of the United States, of 
all parts and of all parties.” 


“The Communist threat to the 
NATO area remains the central 
danger,” McElroy — said. He 
added that the Soviet threats 
against Berlin constituted a 
sharp reminder which would 
not be lost on NATO’s peoples. 

He pledged continued US. 
economic support for NATO, 
but added that President Eisen- 
hower faced the task of con- 
vincing the U.S. people and Con- 
gress that the other NATO 
powers were carrying their 
share of NATO’s costs. 

Following Norstad’s speech 
six defense ministers took the 
floor. The NATO spokesman 
said he was under orders not 
to disclose their statements, 


The spokesman said Norstad 
noted that the nuclear buildup 
of missile forces in NATO start- 
ed only last spring. Norstad 
also noted that the countries 
were just getting started on the 
program.

98 Die in Bogota Store 


Fire Lit by 


BOGOTA (UPI)—A fire which 
started in a Christmas nativity 
scene roared through the Vida 


‘Department Store during the 


evening rush hour Tuesday, 
killing 98 Christmas shoppers 
—mostly women and children 
—and injuring 200 others. 


Many of the injured were re 
ported near death Wednesday. 
The pre-Christmas tragedy 
was compounded by a lack of 
rear doors of the department 
store, a lack of safety equip 
ment and the manager’s deci- 
sion to lock the front doors. as 
a precaution against looters—a 
move which trapped hundreds 
in the flaming building. 

Tronically, the name of the 
department store means “life.” 

The fire started at 5:25 p.m. 
A high fire department official 
said it was caused by a short 
circuit in the colored lights 
that ornamented a huge tableau 
of the holy family in the center 
of the store’s ground floor.

MANILA (AP)—The Council 
of State Tuesday stamped Pres- 
ident Carlos P. Garcia’s recent 
state visit to Japan a “signal 
success” and gave the go-signal 
for early normalization of rela- 


tions between the two coun- 
tries. 
The country’s highest ad- 


visory body, presided over by 
Garcia, agreed to open biparti- 
san discussions here on conclu- 
sion of a treaty of amity, com- 
merce and navigation with Ja- 
pan. 

The council had been con- 
voked by Garcia to report on 
his Dec. 1-6 visit to Tokyo and 
other Japanese cities, 


‘The council also endorsed the 
Government's application for a 
$48 million loan from Japan to 
finance the Marikina River 
multi-purpose dam project and 
the expansion and improve- 
ment of the Philippines’ tele- 
communications network with- 
in the framework of the repara- 
tions agreement. 


After the report, the council 


passed a resolution congratulat- 
ing the President for the suc- 
cess of his Japan visit. Garcia 
thanked the body and express- 
ed hope that his trip would find 
expression in ever-improving 
cultural, economic and political 
relations between the two na- 
tions.

First U.K. Feeler

PARIS (AP) — Britain, 
worried by deepening 
European disunities, Wed- 
nesday began shaping 
plans for bringing Harold 
Macmillan, Charles . de 
Gaulle and possibly Kon- 
rad Adenauer into a “lit- 
tle summit” conference 


within a month. 


The purpose: 

To allow the British, French, 
West German  premiers—Key 
leaders ‘of non-Communist 
Furope—to discuss the critical 
issues of policy that divide 
them. 


These issues range over the 
whole area of allied cooperation 
—economic, strategic, political. 

And unless settled soon the 
entire scaffolding for the dream- 
house of European unity— 
which has taken so many years 
to erect—stand in peril of col- 
lapse. And in turn this would 
threaten the existence of the 
Atlantic alliance. 


First formal feeler by the 
British may come when Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lioyd calls on 
De Gaulle, Wednesday after- 
noon. The signs are that Liovd 
will bear a message to the 


French leader from Macmillian 


expressing an interest in face- 
to-face talks and perhaps invit- 
ing De Gaulle’s view on the idea, 
There already have been infor- 
mal soundings on the prospect 
of a meeting, but nothing has 
come of them. 


High in the minds of allied 
statesmen is the realization that 
De Gaulle's France stands. iso- 
lated in some of the situations 
Which bedevil allied unity. 


Privately diplomats are’ say- 
ing that there is both a lesson 
and a warning in this French 
isolation. 

A lesson to De Gaulle that he 
is not going to be able easily to 
buck and bend his partners at 
will in order to get what he 
thinks France should have. 


And a warning to other allied 
nations that no country—least 
of all proud France—can_ re- 
main isolated for long without 
looking around for new friends. 

If they meet the three legd- 
ers won't negotiate the com- 
plicated technical differenees 
that have fouled their relations. 
Rather in broad man-to-man 
talks they would try to get at 
the root of their differences;

The Welfare Ministry an- 
nounced vesterday it would take 
legal measures to delete from 
family registers those listed as 
missing oversens. 

The step was recommended 
vesterday by the Unrepatriated 
Nationals Countermeasures 
Council, an advisory body of the 
Welfare Ministry. 

The council, in a recommenra- 
tion to the ministry, advised the 
Government to make thorough 
investigations of the Japanese 
still unrepatriated, eapecially 
thoee listed as missing. 

A survey conducted hy the 
Welfare Ministry shows that of 
the 36,586 who are listed as un- 
repatriated, 33,903 are expected 
to be deleted from the family 
registers because no hope is 
held for their return, 


The step will be taken to en- 
title families to receive benefits 
of a special relief measure un- 
der atudy by the ministry. 

The ministry, which has been 


| studying the problem for some 


time, has asked the Finance 
Ministry to appropriate in the 
next fiscal budget ¥970 million 
for special relief of families of 
the unrepatriated who are list- 
ed as missing and belleved to 
be dead. 

The ministry has also asked 
the Finance Ministry to appro- 
priate Y11S million as special 
expenses to deal with the unre- 
patriated. 

The recommendation of the

‘Cat on a Hot Tin Roof’ 


By DONALD RICHTER 


“Cat on a Hot Tin 
ginning Dee, 24 
za, is first-rate entertainment; 
more, it is memorable, There 
arent many films so distinguish- 
ed by such candor, such integri- 
tv, and such refusal to compro- 
mise with life as it really is. 

It is alao one of those rare 
adaptations which is better than 
its original. Tennessee Williams’ 
play was long, diffuse, disorga- 
nized, repetitive, and full of 
Williams” own private mytho- 
logy. From it director Richard 
Brooks (who also helped James 
Poe write the screenplay) has 
made a film which is very tight, 
succinct, and absolutely univer- 
sal in its implications. 

That the implications are not 
in the slightest comforting is 
one of the atrengths of the film. 
Maggie (Elizabeth Tavior) is the 
“cat on a hot tin roof,” loving 
her husband (Paul Newman), 
unloved by him, and biding her 
time until he will grow up suffi- 
cientiy to face his particular 
probiem. This is aicoholism 
caused by the fact that he is 
still in love with a college bud- 


Roof,” be 
at the Yuraku- 


dy who is dead, and who he 
thinks he was instrumental in 
sending to suicide. 


They have come. back to the 
family plantation (for we are 
in the Deep South—Mississippi 
to be precise) for the birthday 
party of his father (Burl Ives) 
who is dying of cancer and 
doesn’t Know it, though both he 
and the rest of the family find 
out during the course of the pic- 
ture. The theme is thus the 
son's coming to face the respon- 
sibilities of a continued life 
when what he lived for is dead; 


and his coming to realistic terms 
with an authority which is sym- 
bolized by his dving father. 

The film is nowhere this 
portentous about its plot, in fact 
the word “symbol” never in- 
trudes itself. We are concern- 
ed with people because they are 
people and because they are in 
fiercesome trouble—all of it 
richly deserved in a way but 
all of their weaknesses under- 
standable. This is one of those 
rare movies in which there are 
no Villains. It is a “problem” 
picture In the best sense of the 
word: the problem of the film 
is life 

To get all this in the camera

Tt seems not unreasonable to 
aseume that Guy de Maupassant 
Was more interested in the flow 
of life than In any given situa- 
tion In it, and consequently that 
Jeanne, the heroine of his “Une 
Vie’ was more of an instru- 
ment by which to look at life 
and its elusive qualities—life as 
it gradually shifte itself from 
the pink Ilusion of a girl at the 
honeymoon dawn to the black 
despair of a benighted soul. It 
is the various stages of life that 
holds his interest rather than 
the victirns. 

For that reason, perhaps, his 
heroine is not particularly an 
original character but more or 
less similar to other masochistic 
heroines of 19th century novels. 
Jeanne, for instance, is not dis- 
similar to Flaubert’s Madarne 
Bovary or Zola’s Gervaise. This 
makes her a different subject 
to film. Emma, Gervaise and 
Jeanne ought ta be a challenge 
to movie directors, precisely be- 
cause thev are fundamentally 
not independent characters. 
One can make practically any- 
thing out of them—a social 
martyr or a gob sister, 

They can test the director's 
resources rather severely. In 
handling one of these charac. 
ters, one must either be strongly 
inventive or utterly conven- 
tional, not both. And Alexan- 
dre Astruc, whose film interpre 
tation of Maupassant’s “Une 
Vie” is coming to Togeki Satur- 
day, apparentiy chose the lat- 
ter approach. He goes in more 
for illuminating or illustrating 
the ordinary 19th century no- 
velette sentiments with his ly- 
ricism and tableaulike pretti- 
ness of colored scenes.

Lack of Individuality \ls com- 
bined with atill another unfor- 
tunate trait—a straining for an 
effect without working for it, 
or hoping for an overtone by 
deliberately omitting an expla- 
nation where one is due. The 
Strange refutal for instance to 
elucidate the motives of the 
characters create a blurring ef- 
fect instead of the impression of 
implicit meaning. 


Julien is*perhaps meant to be 
a sensuous playboy with a dull 
mind or no nrind at ail, who 
only knows his immediate _im- 
pulse, but he ia by no meangs a 
malicious type. His unaccount- 
able silence is perhaps suppos- 
ed to represent his boredom but 
one must go to the text to find 
it out. The maid Rosalie as 
played by Pascale Petit ise the 
most vivid presence in this 
film, yet her excellence is some- 
what irrelevant to the rest and 
does not alter the flatness of the 
general tone. 

The key scenes are all faith- 
fully derived from Maupassant, 
often with not enough ingenui- 
ty to create a cinematic effect. 
The scene, for instance, show- 
ing the newlyweds rolling 
endlessly on the grass, supposed- 
ly in passionate embrace, is too 
eontrived to mean anything. 
And the two other scenes in 
which Julien is caught in em- 
brace of different women, one, 
the maid, the other, the wife of 
his friend. are not as strong as 
they might have been. The 
latter, the final scene, in which 
the dead lovers are exposed 
staring out with their unseeing 
eyes in a wrecked cabin is pro-

Ikuma Dan's ‘Yang Kwei-fei’ 


To celebrate the historic land. 
since the 
founding of his opera company, 
Yoshie Fujiwara arranged for 
the production of Ikuma Dan's 
(or 
as it is called in 
Japanese). An operatic world 
premiere is a great occasion 
| anywhere and all the more so 
in Japan, where operatic works 
by native composers number 


hardly a handful so far. 


The Fujiwara Opera Co. 
its all to the 
lavieh production at Sankel Hall 
last week-end. The rcale on 
which this presentation was de- 
signed may be gauged by the 
fact that it brought together 
some of Japan's better names in 
arts and lettere—Jiro Osaragl, 
who provided the text; Yoshi- 
nobu Masuda, who designed the 
atage-settings; Waichi Yoshi- 
mura, responsible for the cos- 
tures; and Yoshio Aoyama, 
who was brought back from 
New York’s Metropolitan Opera 
|expressiv to give shape to the 
,entire production. The com- 
poser himself was on the 
podium directing the orches- 
tral accompaniment by the ABC 
Symphony Orchestra. 


Under such distinguished 
auspices one would have to 
concede that this was indeed 
an “occasion.” The stage pres- 
entation was sumptuous and 
the deployment of the singing- 
actors had point and signifi- 
cance; the costumes, for this 
once at least, were colorful and 
authentic, and all the stage pic- 
tures and pageantry were effec- 
tively projected. 

However, on Mr. Dan’s shoul- 
ders fell the excessive burden of 
reconciling musically the drama- 
tie and psychological import of 
the Osaragi text. And here we 
were somewhat let down. 

For his libretto the com- 
poser had chosen the richly 
tradition-laden story of Yang 
Kwel-fei, the famous Chinese 
beauty of the T'ang period. 
The great poet Li Po had im- 
mortalized the tale of this 
maiden who rose from nunlike 
seclusion to become the con- 
cubine of an emperor and who 


brought ruin to his domain 
with her ambition and  ex- 
travagance. 


The drama fashioned by Mr. 
Osaragi, which had been per- 
formed a half dozen years or so 
ago at the Kabukiga, depicted 
the psychological relationship 
between the three major charac- 
ters, the passion of the aging 
emperor, the beauty who ex- 
ploits his devotion as a foil for 
her own ambitions and revenge 
for her unrequited love for a 
handsome eunuch; and this very 
eunuch who destroys her in the 
end. As a mellow commentary 
above the human passions there 
hovers the earthly and lofty 
spirit of Li Po’s poetry. 

Mr. Dan's operatic treatment 
skirts both the symbolic and 
psychological aspects. His musi- 


cal setting is too straightfor- 
ward and cursory, and the in- 
termittent banal themes too 


often mitigate against a con- 


sistent musico-dramatic progres- 
sion. The broad, realistic style 
of the music serves the action 
best in moments of intenatty 
supported by full and sonorous 
orchestration. There are flavor- 
some recurring motifs—euch as 
the love themes of the two 
central characters, for example 
~but develop no effective 
fusion in terms of musical 
drama. Over and over again the 
musical commentary crossed 
the border into repetitious 
echoes of Wagner and Rimsky- 
Korsakoff. 


The orchestral ballast threat- 
ened to overwhelm both singers 
and listeners. Perhaps, after a 
single hearing, this may ove 
somewhat unfair to Mr. Dan, 
but the fact is that in this 
ponderous score that ran to 
close to three hours one could 
find hardly a single page to 
evoke atmosphere or mood—the 
samne kind of atmosphere end 
mood, sav, that had made this 
same composer's first opera, 
“Yuzuru” (“The Twilight Her- 
on”), so much more appealing. 
In “Yang Kweifei” the emo- 
tional interplay remains on a 
surface levei; the singers, who 
must carry the burden of emo- 
tional expression, are rarely 
given music that clearly deli- 
neates the'r individual charaec- 
ters. 


Mr. fan has called to his aid 
side-references to numerous 
composers. If Puccini's “Turan- 
dot” readily comes to mind, it 
is not only on account of the 
similarity of subject matter and 
its treatment, but alro as a re 
minder that in his last opera 
(1924) the Italian master was 
exploring new expressive means 
based upon the most forward- 
looking musical advances of the 
first quarter of this century. 
Mr. Dan is neither an explorer 
nor an innovator, and “Yang 
Kwei-fel” never calls attention 
to the fact that it has come more 
than three decades later, or, for 
that matter, that it belongs to 
the second half of the 20th cen- 
tury. 


The singers appearing in this 
premiere presentation were 
Michiko Sunahara (Yang Kwel- 
fei), Rvyohel Mivamoto. (Ett. 
peror Mirg Huang!, Yoshie Fu- 
jiwara (Kao Lishih), Tatsuo 
Saito (e courtier), Keisuke Shi- 
moyagawa (Gen, Liu-pu), Shota 
Miyamoto (Li Po), Kyoko An- 
zai, Chikako Tazaki, and Masako 
Tode aa the three elder sisters 
of Yang Kwei-feil. The stage 
ensenibie was augmented by the 
Fujiwara Opera Chorus and 
the Tokyo Ensemble Ballet 
Group provided the dance num- 
bers in the second act. 


As was already noted, Mr. 
Aoyama's direction, Mr. Yoshi- 
mura’s handsome costumes, and 
Mr. Masuda’s decor made the 
production a visual delight. Mr. 
Dan's panoramic music extend- 
ed the impression of Oriental 
sp'endor. Lacking only was the 
concentration of human voice as 
a carrier for dramatic intensity, 
which, after all, is the very 
hear* of opera.

Business Sentiment Improves 


Chances for business turning 
the corner are getting brighter. 
This view is beng admitted 
quite widely among monetary 
and business circles, although 
not without several grains of 
salt. For no responsible person 
is as yet willing to admit that 
business has definitely begun to 
climb out from the bottom. 

The business upping senti- 
ment is propped up by such 
factors as export rise from Octo- 
ber, continuous balance of pay- 
ments surplus and rising for- 
eign exchange reserves, firming 
machinery orders and building 
investments, firm consumption 
demand, active monetary eas- 
ing, price firming, rising pro- 
duction and shipment, etc, 

The strongest prop, however, 
seems to lie In the “V" shape 
American business recovery and 
expectations for European busi- 
ness recovery. The optimists 
claim that although the business 
situation has many seasonal 
props and influences, conditions 
have improved more than sea- 
sonally and indicate some basic 
consolidations. 

Underlying Problem 

However, reservations to the 
rather buoyant view arise from 
« closer and deeper analysis 
of the business situation, De- 
spite inyprovements in the busi- 
ress and economic scene, the 
underlying problem fs still the 
unbalanced nature of com: 
modity supply and demand. 
Surplus in plant and equipment 
capacity and the rather in 
flexible employment and wage 
conditions are not only cutting 
corporate profits but making 
production adjustments  diffi- 
cult. The fear is that if the cut- 
back effort is relaxed from 
profit and demand influences at 
this etage of the game, then 
achievement of a really stable 
demand-supply balance will be 
disrupted. 

The recently rising imvento- 
ry of producers’ finished goods 


despite the rise in shipment 
means that the upping of in- 
dustrial production of late is 


not directly due to expanding 
shipments but rather to pres 
sures from surplus plant and 
equipment as well as employ- 
ment and wages. In other 
words, income and consumption 
demand are being bolstered 
somewhat artificially, 


Hence, aithough the over-all 
situation is not worsening, busi- 
ness is not yet out of the woods. 
The current situation therefore 
should not be taken to mean a 
real recovery turn. Rather, 
what appears to be a marked 
seasonal upturn should be 
directed toward a more effec- 


tive business adjustment and 
consolidation. For more and 
stronger efforts are required to 


push qualitative improvement 
of businesses, including the rais- 
ing of productivity, cutting 
costs, rationalization in employ- 
ment and equipment, elimina- 
tion of overborrowings, curbing 
of wasteful competition, accu- 
mulation of reserves, etc. 
Moral Suasion 

Sensing the need to carry on 
with the adjustmeht process 
and not to relax restrictive at- 
titudes, and also, in view of 
the active monetary easing situa- 
tion and tendency of banka to 
ease up on credit extensions, 
the Bank of Japan has decided 
to put added pressure on moral 


suasion besides thinking of 
dropping loans secured by 
other than the preferentially 


treated bills, The central bank 
is said to be even mulling over 
the application of reserve re- 
quirements for quantitative 
monetary control. 

Finance Ministry circles are 
also for a balanced budget 
principle for the sake of stable 
growth. Whatever positiveness 
there is, is aimed at social 
stability and qualitative im- 
provement of the Japanese 
economy.

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NATO and Germany 


The Atlantic Pact foreign ministers, although they 
have rejected the Soviet Russian propositions on Berlin, 
have announced that they stand ready to discuss with 
Moscow the whole question. of Germany as well as the 
problems of European security and disarmament. 

In their communique, it was emphasized that no state 


had the fight to withdraw 


unilaterally from its inter- 


national engagements and the denunciation by the Soviet. 
Union of the interallied agreements 6n Berlin could in no 
way deprive the other parties of their rights or relieve the 


Soviet Union of its obligations. 


The demands expressed 


by the Soviet Governmens have created, they said, a serious 


situation which must 


be faced with determination. 


In view of the language used by Mr. Khrushchev in 
putting forward the Soviet demands, it must be recognized 


*hat a 


“serious situation” has indeed 


arisen but it also 


seems manifest that any concessions made in face of such 
language would cause the situation to be still more serious. 
Bending to Moscow's threats under the prevailing circum- 
stances could only result in fresh demands from Moscow 
which would mean acknowledging the righ* of the Russians 
to dictate to the world at jarge. 


World domination appears to have been always the 
great objective of the leaders in the Kremlin. Their tool is 
called socialism or communism but it might have been 


given some other name. 


That this objective will ever be 


willingty concetied to Moscow by free nations is incredible, 
but there is a strong suspicion that Soviet policy is directed 
toward wearing down the nations until only a “mopping 
up” operation is needed to ensure Soviet supremacy. It 
is probably with such an idea in mind that Mr. Khrushchev 


has been telling the world what 


may happen in six 


months’ time unless the Western powers get out of Berlin. 

What is not quite clear is why the Soviet Government 
should have chosen to bring on this crisis at the present 
moment. The suggestion that it may be because the Com- 
munists are planning a big move somewhere else—possibly 
in the Middle East or Africa—has perhaps some foundation. 
Recent experiences tend to show that one aspect of Soviet 
foreign policy is to make a push first here and then ‘here 
in order to further long-term Red objectives. This leaves 
the free nations always wondering just where the big 
attack—whether political and economic or military—is 


going to come. 


In this way initiative always remains with 


Moscow and the democracies have to jump to face the tune 


wherever it is set. 


In these circumstances, it is natural to ask ourselves 
if a fresh conference between the Western powers and 
their allies and the Communist bloc headed by Soviet 
Russia is likely to effect any good. 


It is quite clear, of course, that the present situation 


with regard to Germany is a threat to peace, 


That must 


be just as clear in Moscow as in London, Paris or Wash- 


ington, 


But does Moscow desire to end this threat by a 


reasonable agreement with the Western powers which will 


at the same time be acceptable to Bonn? 


lf we could be 


conyinced on that point we might advocate trying a sum- 
mit conference, bus we do not think it would be wise to 
hold a meeting which would be bound to fail and give the 


Communists an opportunity 


to make fresh propaganda. 


Indeed, it might prove dangerous to discuss Germany's 
future at all with the semblance of an ultimatum over 


Berlin in existence. 


Nevertheless, something must be done about Germany 
and Berlin: ‘This sore spot cannot be allowed to continue 
indefinitely, and we feel that it is up to the Western powers 
to make some definite proposal. 

It is 13 years since the end of World War If and time 
that foreign troops were removed from German soil. It 
is no doubt owing to Soviet Russian conduct «hat they are 
still there, but this fact should not prevent the Big Three 


from bringing forwar 


some new proposals. 


It seems to 


us that if the military situation could be modified K might 
ease the political possibilities. 
So long as the Big Three maintain troops in Germany 


we see no chance of the Russians withdrawing. 


If all 


foreign troops were taken away, however, it is possible that 
a start..could: be made in a political reunification of 


Germany. 


Why cannot, we may ask, the armies of the four powers 
now in Germany be withdrawn and replaced—if considered 
necessary—by a United Nations force until such time as 
political reunification could be peacefully arranged through 


free elections? 


In saying this, we do not see why arrangements could 
not be made so that Moscow would lose the least amount 
of prestige if, as we expect, the Red regime in East Ger- 
many were to disappear by being absorbed in a united, 
democratic Germany, which would grant considerable local 
powers to the various states making up the federation. We 
do not think Moscow can hope to profit materially from 
the continued division of Germany, nor do we believe «hat 
there is any chance of all Germany becoming Communist. 
Had the German Federal Republic not had the great success 
it has, it might have been different. 

Today, if Moscow would consent to German unity, 
without conceding anything elsewhere, the danger of an 
explosion in Europe would be minimized. 


Stevenson Reports on Russia 


Settlers in Siberia 


Development of New Frontier Pushed to Make It Industrial Arsenal 


Not many Westerners have visited 
Siberia and fewer still have see’. 
as much of it as Adiai Stevenson 
did on his 7,000-mile Soviet travels. 
Stevenson, as an Iiinois farmer, 
was particularly interested in the 
tremendous agricultural effort be- 
ing made in Siberia by Russian 
colonists,—Editor. 


One of the memorable sights 
vou see if the Russians let you 
travel as far east as Sverdlovsk 
in the Urals is a white stone 
shaft in a birch and pine forest 
by the side of a winding road 
about 30 miles east of town. 
Two words are carved on it 
side by side: “Europe” and 
“Asia” And of course you 
have your picture taken with 
one foot in Europe and the 
other in Asia. 

To the east, across the largest 
plain in the world to the high- 
lands beyond and on to the 
Pacific, stretches the one-third 
of Asia called Siberia—a_ terri- 
tory bigger than the whole 
U.S.A, apd thrice the size of 
Western Europe. The Russians 
started colonizing it at the end 
of the 16th century, when a 
band of Cossacks headed by 
Yermak crossed the Urals. They 
are still colonizing it, and to- 
day Nikita Khrushchev is striv- 
ing to finish up the job that 
Yermak started. “Go east, 
young man,” is his slogan. 


Huge Resources 


[ wanted to go there this 
summer because Siberia, to- 
gether with the enormous arid 
Kazakh republic on the south, 
is the USSR's new frontier, In 
his public report to the 20th 
Soviet Party Congress (which 
is not so well known abroad as 
the “seeret” one denouncing 
Stalin), Khrushchev called for 
the “mobilization of the im- 
mense natural resources of the 
eastern regions,” and forecast 
that in 10 years Siberia will be- 
come an industrial arsenal, 
producing tremendous quanti- 
ties of steel, iron, coal and 
electric power. 

How great those resources 
are Was suggested at my meet- 
ing with the Academy of Sci- 
ence in Novosibirsk, the big 
city of Western Siberia. Sibe- 
ria, they said, possesses 80 per 
cent of all the USSR’s coal de- 
posits, 75 per cent of the tim- 
ber, 60 per cent of the hydro- 
electric power résources and 
over half of the iron ore, non- 
ferrous metals and copper. Al- 
ready it produces 70 million 
tons of coal yearly (more than 
France) In the great Kuznetsk 
basin. As for Kazakhstan, its 
mineral wealth is so varied 
that the members of its Acade- 
my of Science summed it up 
by saying they had found “all 
the elements of the Mendelyev 
system.” 


Granary for USSR 


They also said, in answer to 
my. question, that Malenkov, 
Khrushchev'’s predecessor, was 
living at the remotest end of 
Kazakhstan. I couldn't resist 
the temptation to add that as 
defeated head of the “opposi- 
tion” in the United States I was 
at liberty to say what I pleased 
and go where | pleased—includ- 
ing the Soviet Union. My host 
quickly answered: “Why don't 


you invite Malenkov to the 
U.S.7" Maybe it would be a 
good idea! 


Agriculture has been the So- 
viets’ biggest failure, and Khru- 
shchey’s bold solution is to 
make these empty eastern re- 


gions the main granary of the 


USSR. He has apparently suc- 
ceeded with his daring plan to 
reorganize industry. But suc- 
cess is less predictable for his 
plan to plow up huge areas of 
virgin soil in south Siberia and 
Kazakhstan. 

Since 1954, when the “new 
lands” program was started, 
they say that about 90 million 
new acres have become pro- 
ductive. By raising more bread 
grains on the new lands Khru- 
shehev hopes to free land in the 
warm fertile southwest — the 
Ukraine and Caucasus—for what 
he regards as “queen of the

we saw at every farm. 


Million Settlers 


Tnitially some 300,000 young 
people were coaxed or pressured 
to go out as “volunteers” to till 
the virgin lands. In 1956 about 
2 million—mostiy = students— 
were sent out for the summer 
to help with the harvest. But 
that experiment with “soft 
hands” from the city harvested 
mostly blisters and sunburn. 

[ suspect the men In the 
Kremlin bave one eye anxious- 
ly cocked at the exploding 
population of Siberia’s neighbor, 
“fraternal” Communist China, 
which is another good reason 
for settling these jmmense 
empty spaces. A measure of the 
desire to populate Siberia is the 
recent decision of the Young 
Communist League to send out 
a million youths as settlers in 
the coming few years. 

In Kazakhstan we visited a 
Koikhoz, a collective farm at 
the foot of the snow capped 
Tien-Shan mountains on the 
border of China. On a hundred 
thousand acres of farm and 
pasture land 1,680 families lived, 
of 21 nationalities. The 2,600 
able-bodied workers raised 
everything from grain to grapes 
in commercial quantities. The 
livestock included cattle, horses, 
pigs, poultry, bees, silver foxes, 
40,000 sheep and 180 camels! 
(Incidentally 35 people were 
assigned to look after the 1,500 
“Russian white” pigs, which 
illustrates the labor waste all 
over Russia.) 


Self-Sufficient 


On these farms each family 
has an acre or so around its 
house for itself—the amount 
varies—and can sell any surplus 
produce in the free market in 
town. A farmer’s earnings are 
computed in workday units and 
paid in cash and produce, The 
average income seems to be 
somewhat lower than a _ city 
worker's, but there is a high 
degree of self-sufficiency and a 
farmer's living costs must be 
much lower. I even saw an old 
fashioned spinning wheel in 
use in a peasant’s house on one 
of these farms. 

This farm boasted a large 
“club” with an auditorium seat- 
ing 500 for recreation and politt- 
cal “education.” Just as in the 
city factories, the babies and 
emall children were kept in 
very good nurseries and kinder- 
gartens while their mothers 
were at work on the farm. 
Walking through a sugar beet 
field we stopped to talk with a 
“work brigade,” mostly women. 
When the manager said they 
worked 10 hours a day, “but in 
the winter they have nothing to 
do.” one of them behind me 
muttered. “we work.” And Ill 
bet they do! 

Prices are now fixed in ad- 
vance on all collective produc- 
tion. This farm had just pur- 
chased from the machine trae- 
tor station the machinery it 
formerly rented. The rental 
was payable on a complicated 
basis in cash, grain and opera- 
tors’ Wages. With prices cer- 
tain and higher and no more 
machine rentals to pay the farm 
manager was happy. And, best 
of all, he said the changes had 
reduced “the book-keeping and 
the bureaucrats.” But I couldn't 
get a comprehensible estimate 
of the farm's net earnings— 
perhaps because he was an ex- 
bookkeeper in a government 
bureau. 


Siberia in July 


This delightful man, who 
wore the red star of a “hero of 
Soviet labor” on his white 
tunic, explained that he knew 
nothing of farming until he was 
assigned the big job of manag- 
ing this farm. And when he 
proudly told me that his son 
teaches history he added, with 
a wry grin, “But if the Govern- 
ment wants him to be a farmer, 
he'll be a farmer too!” 

Stalin would never agree to 
liquidate the machine tractor 
stations by selling the machin- 
ery to the farms. He predicted 
it would undermine the Soviet 
system. But Khrushchev has 
done it, And putting the 
machinery in the hands of those 
who have the best incentive for 
using it efficiently is certainly 
popular and should pay divi- 
dends. 


But what does Siberia look 


like? If you go there at the 


season I did, it doesn’t at all 
square with your image of 
bleak frozen wastes. My first 


‘glimpse was on a warm July 
day. after landing in an open 
field—an island in a sea of 
green grain—near the small 
south Siberian town of Rubt- 
sovsk, one of the centers of the 
new lands program. A deputa- 
tion of genial sunburned digni- 
taries met us. One short-bow- 
legged, leathery man was in- 
troduced as the director of the 
Yegorievsky state farm Had 
he said “Howdy, pardner” in- 
stead of “Zdravstvuite” (that 
impossible Russian word for 
“hello”), [| don’t think I'd have 
been surprised. 

At a respectful distance was 
a large crowd of curious towns- 
folk. And we were never with- 
out a crowd of friendly smiling 
people from that time on. 


Like Middle West 


Coming from the ancient 
oriental atmosphere of Central 
Asia to Rubtsovsk that day was 
like coming from the Near Faat 
to our own great plains, as they 
used to be many years ago, Our 
cars raised clouds of dust on 
the dirt road andi skirted 
around the mud holes through 
fenceless oceans of wheat and 


oats billowing out endlessly 
under a clear blue sky. 
Of on the flat, treeless 


horizon a freight train chugged 
slowly along, black smoke trail- 
ing from the old steam locomo- 
tive, The wail of the distant 
whistle reminded me of my boy- 
hood on the prairies of the Mid- 
die West, and it was hard to 
believe that it was the Turk-Sib 
railroad and not the TIlinois 
Central, We drove into town 
past straggling log houses, a 
huge grain elevator, a war built 
tractor plant, and finally into 
the imposing new main square, 
At the Rubtsovsk hote! another 
large crowd of curious Siberians 
was awaiting us. 

In this cold climate greenery 
is much esteemed and my hotel 
room was largely occupied by 
an enormous bush that looked 
like hibiscus. And in the book 
shelves were’ more surprises— 
Dickens, Jack London, Steven- 
son, Galsworthy, O. Henry, 
Thackeray, Steinbeck and Sin- 
clair Lewis. 


State Farm 


We drove 40 miles into the 
country to see the Yegorievaky 
state farm, accompanied by the 
personable vice chairman of the 
provincial soviet, Vasily Gor- 
deev. As we careened along I 
thought of Illinois before the 
hard roads, and then we got 
stuck in the mud. The wheat, 
barley and oats reminded me of 
home too. The rainfall had 
been exceptional this year and 
their best harvest was expected. 

We talked with Gordeev about 
Soviet-American competition, 
and one memory of this trip I 
will always etain was the dis- 
appointment on his genial, 
handsome face when I said we 
were not competing on farm 
pro tuction. And then his dejec- 
tion turned to incredulity when 
I said that in the U.S. we had 
too much food and fiber. But 
when I added we even paid 
farmers not to produce he gave 
me the aly, amused wink of a 
politician not unfamiliar with 
gullible audiences, 

The Yegorievsky farm had 
over 50,000 acres and a work 
force of 650. Like most of the 
“new lands” farms, it was a 
sovkhoz, a state farm, rather 
than a kolkhoz, or collective. 
The latter are theoretically run 
on a cooperative hasis, but a 
sovkhoz is a state enterprise 
like a factory, and its farmers 
work for wages like factory 
workers. A regular field hand at 
the Yegorievsky “grain factory” 
receives 60C-800 rubles a month, 
pr $60 to $80 at the tourist rate 
of exchange. 

This year, the manager told 
me, they were not going to 
count on students from the dis- 
tant cities at harvest time, And 
| learned that many of the 
young “volunteers” sent east in 
the great resettlement campaign 
(100,000 of them were sent to 
this province) have since re- 
turned. But most of those who 
marry seem to be willing to 
settle down in Siberia. 

Wheat is the main crop and 
the brisk little manager expect- 
ed a yield of better than 30 
bushels an acre, as against 28 
last year. At another big farm 
we visited the following day—

Trees Under Snow 


The grain is stored on the 
ground or in long low mud 
brick sheds, and much of the 
machinery—including huge self- 
propelled combines—has no 
shelter at all. 1 never saw a 
silo in Russia and the sileage, 
mostly green corn, is stored in 
ditches, 


But I did see dwarfed apple 
and cherry trees bred to live 
under the Siberian snows. And 
in the middle of an orchard we 
sat down at long wooden tables 
to eat piles of the first rasp- 
berries grown out of doors in 
Siberia where the first frost 
come in late August and the 
reliable growing season is only 
about 100 days. 


Typical horse drawn Russian 
carts are far more numerous 
than automobiles along the dirt 
roads where cattle and chickens 
feed at will. And life in the 
isolated remote farm communi- 
ties must be much as it was on 
our frontier a century ago. But 
there is qa difference—tractors 
and schools; and social life cen- 
ters not around a church, but 
around a party club house orna- 
mented with oversize statues 
of Lenin and Stalin and pro- 
paganda signs. 


Some Western observers have 
predicted that Khrushchev is 
plowing up a gigantic future 
dust bowl on these marginal or 
semimarginal lands in the east. 
Even in Southern Siberia the 
rainfall is uncertain. When a 
U.S. farm delegation visited 
Rubtsovsk in 1955—a dry year— 
they saw dust clouds up to 3,000 
feet. But this year is a good 
one, and the crops were certain- 
ly impressive. As to ultimate 
success or failure, it is too soon 
to write it off as a certain fail- 


ure. And certainly it is also 
too soon to conclude that 
Khrushchev has solved his 


farm problems. 


Top Scientists 


From Rubtsovsk we flew 
north to Novosibirsk, once a la- 
bor camp where the trans- 
Siberian crosses the Ob River, 
and now the “Siberian Chicago.” 
i think it pleased the mayor 
when I gave him greetings 
from my friend Richard Daley, 
the mayor of a more familiar 
Chicago, Here, too, our first 
impressions were strangely un- 
Siberian, But a little of old 
Siberia survives in a _ sturdy 
blue-shuttered log houses on 
Novosibirsk's cobbled side- 
streets, 

Khrushchev is not only mobi- 
lizing young people to settle 
and cultivate the new frontier, 
but also top scientists to chart 
the development of Siberia. 
And my talk concluded with a 
question from academician H. 
A. Thinakal, a great mining en- 
gineer and a humorous elderly 
man, who asked if I was dis- 
appointed not to find any bears 
in Siberia. [I told him I was 
no more disappointed than he 
would be not to find Indians in 
Indiana. “Long ago,” he said, 
“lL spent some time in the 
United States and returned con- 
vineed that if you would dress 
Americans and Russians alike 
you could not tell them apart.” 
And I agreed. 

In my next report I want to 
say something more about sci- 
entific research and the new 
developments in Soviet educa- 
tion which they were talking 
about out in Siberia.

A Curious Conversation 


By JOSEPH ALSOP 


CAIRO, Egypt—One of the 
most. carious conversations in 
this reporter's sadly long ex- 
perience is doubly worth re- 
cording, just because it was so 
curious and also because it was 
so revealing. 

The circumstances themselves 
were curious to 
begin with; for 
Akram Hourani, 
co-founder of 
the United Arab 
Republic and 
one of the clev 
erest men in the 
Arab world, hast 
changed a good 3m 
deal lately-gagm 
When he waseies 
the most power-7giee 
ful man in 
Syria, Hourani received one in a 
squalid office and talked with 
great fire and frankness. 

Now that he is Vice President 
of the new Syrian-Egyptian 
Republic he helped to found, 
Hourani has an office that 
verges on the pompous, but the 
fire of the man has been some- 
how extinguished. Possibly 
thie lack of fire is traceable to 
the fact that he now has “pian- 
ning functions only” without 
executive power. At first, he 
even seemed to wish to limit 
his talk with an old acquaint- 
ance to subjects of tested con- 
ventionality, such as the iniqui- 
ties of Israel. 

But of all Arab _ leaders, 
Hourani is the one who best 
understands the rule of the late 
Charles McNary: “Never de 
magogue when the doors are 
closed.” He was asked about the 
new situation in Baghdad, 
where the Communists have 
roundly defeated Hourani’s own 
former party, the Baath, and 
have thus blocked the drive for 
union now with Egypt. At first 
he grandly proclaimed that “all 
Arabs must rejoice” because the 
Iraqis have thrown off the 
“yoke” of the hated Nuri Pasha. 
But then another question was 
put to him: 

“But what if Nuri, whom you 
say belonged to Britain, is mere- 
ly replaced by another Nuri 
belonging to the Kremlin?” 

“The East and West are get- 
ting together on problems of the 
Arab lands,” he answered with 
apparent irrelevance but with a 
flash of the old fire. “The Com- 
munist Party and the Western 
powers now seem to have an 
understanding. Both work to 
block our movement of Arab 
union.” 

He was reminded of an earlier 
conversation, in the old Syrian 
days. Then Hourani was co 
operating with the Communists 
himself, and he then explained 
that this was safe to do, be 
cause the Communists were also 
“good Arab nationalists”. Oh, he 
replied, that was entirely tem- 
porary. But “now the Com- 
munists and the West agree on 
certain points, which are against 
the Arabs. They join in fighting 
the movement of Arab unity.” 

Two facts were pointed out in 
reply: first, that the Western 
powers certainly do not wish to 
see a Communist victory in 
Baghdad or anywhere else; and 
second, that Western influence 
in Baghdad has been rather less 
than Western influence on the 
moon since the coup d'etat in 
Iraq. But this only evoked an 
incredulous smile, plus the re- 
ply. that “the pressure of the 
Baghdad Pact on the people of 
Iraq was in the interests of the 
Communist Party,” so the 
strength of the fIraqi Com-

munists was all the fault of the 
West from the very beginning.

“I do not think the Commu 
niste will win in the end,” 
Akram Hourani continued. “Or 
at least I hope they won't be- 
cause I belleve the Iraqi peo 
ple like all Arabs want Indepen- 
dence and union. We are 
against all foreign interference 
of whatever sort. Interferences 
may differ in character but they 
are the same in purpose.” 

The suggestion was put for- 
ward that nothing was -more 
surprising than the silence in 
the Arab world about this new 
Communist interference in Iraq, 
which was so much more ser 
ously menacing to Arab inde- 
pendence than the old, weak 
British influence of the past. 
The first reply was a repetition 
of the argument that it was all 
the fault of the West anyway, 
because of the Baghdad Pact. 

“As a resuit, there is a Com- 
munist tendency in Iraq,” Hou- 
rani continued. “But there is 
also a strong Arab tendency, 
and the Iraqi people will de- 
cide.” 

“But if the Arabs so hitterly 
attacked the old interference by 
the British, why is there no at- 
tack on this new interference by 
the Communists, which is real- 
ly an interference by the So- 
viets?” he.was asked.

“Do you want us to attack 
Russia?” was the visibly surpris- 
ed reply. “There is a difference 
between Russia and the Commu- 
nist Party. Although we are 
friends with Russia, we fight the 
Communists. Meanwhile, does 
not the American Embassy in 
Baghdad cooperate with the 
Communist Party there?” 

This last question was not 
asked rhetorically but . with 
meaning and almost with a pro- 
secutor’s air. It did littl good 
to reply that no American Em- 
bassy had ever cooperated with 
Communists anywhere. But 
once again the answering smile 
expressed unbelief; and so end- 
ed this most curious conversa- 
tion, 

It was a revealing conversa- 
tion for two reasons. The idea 
that the Western powers are 
now promoting a Communist 
triumph in the Arab court, for 
the sole purpose of frustrating 
“legitimate Arab aspirations,” is 
genuinely held here by serious 
persons on the highest level of 
government. And besides this 
interesting idea, the conversa- 
tion also revealed a good deal 
about the probable local reac- 
tion to the Kremlin’s new inter- 
vention in the Middle East.
